Contract For Black Museum 


State Rep. C.J. McLin, 
D-Dayton, expressed 
vehement opposition to 
letting of a contract to the 


"architectural firm of Wil- 


son and Associates to 
build the Afro-American 
museum at Central Stat 
University. 

McLin said he opposes 
the letting of the contract 
because the firm is plan- 
ning to participate in a 
joint venture of the pro- 
ject with the architectural 
firm of Wright, Porteus 
and Lowe, wnich is based 
in Indiana, thus taking 
state money that is des- 
perately, needed to help 
revitalize the Ohio econ- 
omy and - giving it: to- ttre ~ 
State of Indiana. 

"This is an extremely 
important project to 
blacks in the State of Ohio 
and throughout the coun- 
try.” McLin said. “This 
museum will allow black 
people fo share history 
and heritage with other 
groups in this-country 
and will be a source of 
pride and accomplish- 


e 


ment tor all of us. There is’ 
no doubt in my mind that 

a project of this magni- 

tude that is for and about 

black people should be 

designed and construct- 

ed by blacks. 

Accepting the recom- 
mendation of the Advi- 
sory Council for the 
National Afro-American 
Museum and Cultural 
Center, the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Ohio Historical 
Society (OHS). voted to 
designate the Cincinnati 
architectural and engi- 
neering firm of Wilson 
and Associates as archi- 
tects for the. proposed 
Afro-American Museum 
fo be built in WitBerfdrcs, ' 
Ohio. 

Dr. Gary Ness, staff 
director of OHS, said the 
board's decision will now 
be forwarded to the State 
Architect's office for final 
certification, and work on 
the design is expected to 
begin almostimmediatély 
afterward. : 

In an earlier meeting, 
the Trustees’ Executive 


Committee had endorsed 
the Advisory Planning 
Council's selection. The 
vote by the full Board of 
Trustees June 23 con- 
cluded the screening 
process. 

McLin said the firm of 
Wight, Porteus and Lowe 
Inc. has few biacks on its 
staff, thus blacks who are 
the focal point of the pro- 
ject will not fully benefit in 
all aspects of the design 
and construction of the 
museum. McLin also 
expressed deep concern 
about the monies for the 
Project going out of state. 

“It is important that the 
money for. this. project.

architects who will gain 
monetarily and under- 
‘stand the true importance 
of this project,” he said.

“Hey, man you want to 
try a joint? It's good, man 

try it. How about get- 
ting some cold beer from 
around the corner? | have 
a license for identifica- 
tion. Let's go get some 


booze, man 
“Hey. | have an idea! 
Let's go get your old 


man's car and crutse 


around town with some 
girls, ok?” 

These statements were 

not actually made by 
someone to The CALL & 
POST, but at least, they 
are some of the snap ones 
some teenagers are fond 
of making to ong another 
these days. 
* These teenagers. often- 
times problem-children, 
Struggle daily to cope 
with their environments 
They are the negative 
ones; truancy.is high 
among them, they get into 
trouble until the law 
catches up with them. 
Then, they get worried. 
and their parents are wor- 
ried, too 

But, what happens. to 
these youngsters, some 
of whom end up in the 
court system, and are 
institutionalized? 

To try to answer this 
question, a group of con- 
cerned citizens got 
together four years ago 
and formed the Youth 
Advocate Services Inc.,a 
Program that is geared 
toward preventing social 


problems among teenag- 
ers, their families and 
their communities. 

The program seeks to 
provide living environ- 
ments for youngsters as 
an alternative to institu- 
tionalization, orupon 
release from an institu- 
tion ‘ 

The Youth Advocate 
Services group has been 
trying to fulfill these 
needs since its inception 
The program is an out- 
growth of the Women's 
Resource and Policy 
Development Center, 
according to officials of 
YAS. More than 100 
clients have been served 
since the operation of the 
program 

The program. located 
at 2305 N. High St., is 
funded by the Law 
Entorcement Administra- 
tion, a federal agency. 
and in part by the Franklin 
County Children's Ser- 
vices. 

Last year’s budget for 
the program was 
$350,000, and this year's 
is about $400,000, accord- 
ing to Lola Butter, the new 
executive director of the 
project. 

Butler said the Youth 
Advocate Services are 
unique, in that wholistic 
and behavior modifica- 
tion approaches are taken 
toward providing every- 
thing children need to 
learn and know about 
effective functioning in 
their different communi-

What happens when minority.bus~ 
iness Owners get together to “talk 
business’ with some of the larger 
corporations? Well, ideally it would 
be to generate more business for 
both, parties. 

And, we are glad to say, some of 
that has been happening. On the 
other hand, we are sorry to say not 
enough of it has been happening. 
That's why it is still necessary --and 
important -- that the state of Ohio 
annually sponsors’a business forum 
which has its sole purpose, the 

bringing together of minority busi- 
ness owners and larger corpora- 
trons. 


The forum this: year is being held 
this Thursday and Friday atthe Ohio 
Center-Hyatt Regency Hotel. There 
will be many opportunities for per- 
sons from all kinds of businesses to 
share their products, despite what 
has not been a good economic year. 

What would make the next one far 
better would be if some of what 
Wiley H. Clodfelder calls "Economic 
Reciprocity” occurs. Clodfelder, as 
State Deputy Director for Minority 
Business Development in the 
Department of Development, is 
responsible for coordinating the 
forum. 


What he has outlined in his “Eco- 
nomic Reciprocity” discussionis 
the heart of achieving greater busi- 
ness opportunities for minorities. 
He said, “The concept, as it relates 
to minority economic development, 
involves a commitment on the part 
of big business to channel a portion 
of the dollars received by big busi- 
ness from the minority buying pub- 
lic back into the minority commun- 
ity for the purpose of enhancing that 
community's economic base." 

As more and more larger busi- 
nesses Cut back during these uncer- 
tain economic times, some of the 
first cuts come in Poing’ Dusiness 


_with minorities;.which-seems-to-pe™ 


an old practice of the last hired, the 
first fired. Well, since minority busi- 
nesses are the last ones to begin 
contracting with larger corpora- 
tions, naturally they readily come to 
mind when cuts are being made. 

But, despite this gloomy situation, 
minority businesses are managing 
to stay afloat, some barely though. 
With. assistance of national human 
rights organizations such as People 
United to Save Humanity (PUSH), 
we are seeing some corporations 
extend their business associations 
with minorities, We don't think the 
corporations wit! be sorry for their 
efforts, because doing business 
with minorities is, well, just good 
business. 

Whether this recent action can 
make up for the years of neglect of 
minority businesses by major cor- 
porations is unclear, or whether. it « 
can serve as a cushion for the minor- 
ity businesses forced to shut down 
or operate on a shoestring budget 
due to high interest rates, high 
unemployment and other condi- 
tions that's crippling the Amerinen 
economy. \ 

What is certain, however, is that 
Economic Reciprocity is a sound 
means of increasing the business 
opportunities for the minority com- 
munity while enhancing the larger 
corporation's. image in this com- 
munity and increasing the revenues 
that derive from doing business with 
this community. 

As Clodfelder says, Economic 
Reciprocity” is grounded in the 
notion that it is both morally and: 
economically just for America’s big 
business community to return to the 
minority buying public a portion of 
the economic wealth received from. 
the minority buying public so that all. 
can benefit from and share in eco- 
nomic growth and realize economic 
' equity. 4 


Red Cross To Do Something A bout High 
Blood Pressure In Black '‘Community-

The number one causes of death among 
black adults in the United States claims its 
victims without warning This “silent killer” is 
high biood pressure 

Over 5 million blacks in the United States 
have high “blood pressure. Because it fre- 
quently does not exhibit any symptoms; many 
people who have the disease are unaware of it. 
Uncontrolled high blood pressure, also called 
hypertension, is the leading cause of strokes, 
heart attacks, and kidney disease among 
black adults Black men and women between 
the ages of 35 and 54run three to tive times the 
risk of death from high blood pressure as 
whites, Uncontrolled high blood pressure is a 
lime bomb, set to go off. without warning: 

The years between ages 35 and 54 are the 
time when people raise children, earn peak 
income. and provide leadership in the family 
and community. Death or disability of such a 
large number of people from high blood pres- 
sure during the prime years of life has a nega- 
tive impact on the entire black community. 

The seriousness of the problem and its 
implicatic \s for the black community were 
summarized in 1980 in the Final Report of the 
National Black Health Providers Task Force 
on High Blood Pressure Education and Con- 
trol. This report summariz@d the research and 
statistics about the incidence and conse- 
quences of high blood pressure in the black 
community. The authors of the report, 
members of the Nationa! Medical Association, 
and other black health professionals recom- 
mended the establishment of a national com- 


mittee to implementa nationwide program of— 


screening, treatment, and prevention of high 
blood pressure. 

The committee, called the Trilateral Project, 
was established early this year and began 
meeting in April, 1982. It is composed of prom- 
inent doctors, lawyers, health care profes- 
sionals, Corporate executives and community 
leaders. The Project is the first organized fed- 
erally funded group to address the problem of 
hypertension among blacks on a nationwide 
scale. The goal is to eliminate high blood 
pressure as a health problem among blacks in 
10 years. Medical experts estimate that 95% of 


hypertension cases can be controlled. The Tri- 
lateral Project will work with health care pro- 
viders and the black community toward 
achieving this degree of control in the next 
decade. * 

The members of the Trilateral Project 
represent three sectors of the health care sys- 
tem. These are the federal government, the 
black community, and social service agen- 
cies. Project members represent the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services, black 
health care providers, and social service 
agencies. 

The American Red Cross is the lead social 
service agency. The Department of Health & 
Human Services signed a two-year $200,000 
contract with Red Cross for the Project. 
Headquarters of the Trilateral Project are in 
the American Red Cross Building in Washing- 


‘ton, D.C. The Red Cross will administer the 


Project on the national level. There are two 
Red Cross representatives on the Trilateral 
Project Advisory Working Group. |.am proud 
to have been chosen as one of them. 


The Trilateral Project is a community cen- 
tered effort. The initial funding of $200,000 
from the Department of Health and Human 
Services will be used to implement pilot pro- 
grams in selected cities over the next years. 
The Project will identify existing successful 
programs in cities across the country. These 
will be expanded and used as models for 
establishing programs in cities where none 
exist. 

Using acombination of high biood pressure 
screening, treatment, and-education, the pilot— 
programs will be implemented, conducted, 
and evaluated over a two*year period. 

Cleveland presently has several successful 
hypertension screening programs, increasing 
the possibility of our city being chosen for a 
pilot program. The most successful program 
in Cleveland is the Mt. Sinai Medical Center 
Community Hypertension Program under the 
direction of. Joyce Lee, R.N. The-program 
operates through churches in the target area 
of the inner-city with the cooperation of-the 
ministers. It is a comprehensive program 
including screening, treatment, dietary coun-

The Greater Cleveland Red Cross Chap- 
ter, which has an extensive high blood pres- 
sure screening program, is a member of the 
Coalition. The Coalition is in the process of 
planning and coordinating a community-wide 
high blood pressure program concentrating 
onthe inner-city areas. Their long-term goal is 
thie establishment of a centralized; computer— 
ized data bank of all hypertensives in the 
target area, This will make extensive follow-up 
on high blood pressure patients possible and 
keep a greater percentage of them in treat- 
ment and their blood pressures under control. 

High blood pressure among blacks is a 
national problem that needs to be addressed. 
Education and awareness of the disease must 
begin at the elementary school level. Lifestyle 
changes, such as learning to cook without 
salt, weight control, and exercise, are essen- 
tial to controlling hypertension.-These 
changes in lifestyle will be the most difficult to 
effect but represent the most important steps 
to take toward achieving the goal of the Trilat- 
eral Project. 

The Greater Cleveland Red Cross is com- 
mitted to reducing the incidence of uncon- 
trolled high blood pressure in the community. 
Over the next two-years-we-will keep the com- 
munity advised of the most valuable recom- 
mendations from the Trilateral Project. In par- 
ticular, we-will-be-interested-in strategies and 
programs that can be effectively implemented 
in Cleveland to solve the problem here in our 
community. 

Meanwhile our Greater Cleveland Chapter 
offers free and regular blood pressure screen- 
ing activities for the population at large.

The Administration was mightily embar- 
rassed a few weeks ago when a draftreporton 
urban policy was leaked to the press. Pre- 
pared by staff members of the Department of 
Housing-and Urban Development, the leaked 
report drew such a storm of protest that the 
President himself had to publicly disassociate 
himself from it. 

The protest was well-founded, for the staff 
proposals not only amounted to abandon- 
ment of troubled cities by their federal 
government, but also contained inflammatory 
statements calculated to alarm-anyone inter- 
ested in the fate of the cities. 

The draft plainly ‘Stated that “the. federal 
government cannot develop the flexible, 
broad range of policies and partnerships 

~needed-to-rebuild.and.revitalize urban life.” 

Why not?_isn't_that what the federal 
government should in fact be doing? After all, 
the alternative is inflexible, narrow policies « 
that impede urban revitalization. 

The Administration has opted to cut back 
heavily on federal supports for urban systems, 
placing greater responsibilities on states, In 
keeping with the emphasis on “new federal- 
ism” and“'voluntarism,” the controyersial draft 
report says: 

“It will now be the responsibility of local 
leadership, working closely with the private 
sector and the city’s neighborhoods, to 
develop a strategy for the survival and 
prosperity.of the country’s cities.” 

What that boils down to is: no policy at all. 

It doesn't really matter that those words are 
drawn from a draft document never officially 
released and openly disavowed by the Admin- 
istration, for it reflects the real attitudes of key 
policy-makers. It is consistent with what the 
Administration has: said and done since it took 


office. 
However appropriate reliance on individual 


effort and market mechanism may be in other 
sectors, they are inappropriate as the founda- 
tion for a national urban policy. The cities are 
in trouble not because of inadequate com- 
munication among local leadership but 
because of national economic changes and 


¢ 


policies. 


Beginning with the massive-federal effort 
that built highways and backed mortgages in 
suburbia, federal policies have helped drain 
cities of their tax base and weakened their 
economic foundations. Industrial decline, 
along with insensitive federal policies that 
hurt urban economies have accelerated the 
problems of the cities. 

So the federal government, as a partial 
maker of the urban dilemma, has an inescapa- 
ble responsibility to be a full partner in stabiliz- 
ing urban economies and in restoring the 
cities. 

And Washington can't tell the cities to look 
to their state governments for help. Besides 
being strapped for funds and victimized by 
federal policies themselves, it isstate neglect 
that forced city governments to go to 


‘President's recent visit to a black family in 
Maryland who were victims of racial violence 
has not Stemmed the tide of these increasing 
incidents of racist terror. The absence of swift 
action by law enforcement Officials to stop

While some urbar-oriented programs leave 
much to be desired, most are right on target, 
Instead of seeing them as leading to urban 
dependency, whatever that is, we should see 
them as meeting the human, social and eco- 
nomic needs of Americans who happen to 
live in cities. 

Many programs amount to investments in 
human capital, urban infrastructure, and eco- 
nomic resources needed to get the national 
economy moving again. That is recognized by 
both Democrats and Republicans, as witness
